We have just finished reading Toss of the D'Urbervilles" by Thomas Hardy 
and "Rogue Male" by Geoffrey Household and would recommend both books. 
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The Peace and Disarmament Discussion Group 
The Discussion Group, which was formed Inst spring after the public meeting 
on Disarmament, continues to mect. Last month Professor Christopher 
Cornford discussed with us the aims of Russian foreign policy. ‘He believes 
that it is mainly defensive and that Russia is not the aggressive threat that . 
justifics vast Ne fie T.O. counter-measures. Professor Cornford presented 
three points which are worth thinking about. PSAs 


1. Russie has-suffered huge casualties from invasions from the west. 
Remember Nepoleon, remember Hitler. Her puffer states are a way of 
stopping it happening again. It is hard for us to imagine how Russia feels 
herself surrounded by hostile powers, c.s. UeSeiie, China, VY/estern Hurope. 
Her energies are devoted primarily tc defence. 


2. It would not be to Rusgsicon advantage to invade western Europe, for it_, 
would be a massive task’to’control more territory and have even longer lines 
of communication, ’ : 


3. There is little evidence that Russia is aiming at world domination by direct 
invasion, Marxism belicves that revolution occurs inevitably when conditions 
are ripe for it. The Americans especially want us to believe that Russia is 
bent on spreadying their ideology by force.
